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This is a decision on the petition filed March 8, 2002 requesting that the above identified 
application be granted special status under the provisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1.102(c) and MPEP § 
708.02 IV. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The provisions of MPEP § 708.02 IV state that an "application may be made special upon 
filing a petition including any evidence that the applicant is 65 years of age, or more, such as a 
birth certificate or applicant's statement." 

The present petition was accompanied by a statement from applicant Lee Grodzins 
declaring that he is more than 65 years of age as well as a copy of his passport. The statement 
and passport constitute sufficient evidence as set forth in MPEP § 708.02 IV.
